The golden age of radio was gone 
long before video officially killed the 
radio star. And chances are that most 
of the college-aged population today 
haven’t listened to the radio beyond 
music and news, let alone experienced 
the art of radio theatre. 

This may soon change at Cal State 
Long Beach, though, with the help of 
a small group of students who have 
decided to bring back the vintage style 
audio art combined with a modern 
twist of today’s technology to create 
the new KBeach Radio Theatre. 

The idea to reboot radio theatre on 
campus began with freshman business 
management major Sam Braun. 

“Basically, I wanted to get involved,” 
Braun said. “I’ve known about [radio 
theatre] but I hadn’t done anything with 
it per say.” , 

Braun said the story line for a play 
had already been in his head for a few 
years. Within a few days, Braun had al- 
ready written a script. 

“Well, one student came to me with 
an original play,” said Danny Lemos, 
KBeach radio station adviser. “He 
wanted to do it and I thought it would 
be a blast.” 

Braun’s play, “Freedom’s Call,” 
was the first radio theatre project to 
be launched on campus in the past 25 
years, Lemos said. 

“Freedom’s Call,” was recorded on 
the Beach Auditorium stage earlier this 
semester. The show was not meant to 
be live, but students walking by would 
occasionally peek in the auditorium out 
of curiosity. 

“We did it together,’ Lemos said. 
“There were about 14 people in the 
cast, and it turned out to be a really 
good experience.” 

Junior communications major and 
KBeach volunteer Nick Locke was one 
of the cast members. 

“T realized that there are a lot of talk 
shows,” Locke said. “I just wanted to 
do something kind of different, so I 
thought of doing radio theatre.” 

Locke teamed up with Lemos 
and became executive producer of 
KBeach Radio Theatre. Although the 
radio show is still in its beginning 
stages, both Lemos and Locke said 
they have big plans. 

“Yd like for it to be a weekly feature 
where we broadcast something, wheth- 
er it was originally produced here on

The 
Fulbright grant will cover the cost of 
Salts’ tuition, room and board. 

“T saw Fulbright and I saw the word

cry,” Salts said. “It’s a once in a lifetime 
chance ... and I have big shoes to fill.” 

During his time in the U.K., Salts 
will serve as an assistant conductor 
to Rupert Gough, a professor at Royal 
Holloway University and his new men- 
tor.

Genesis Espericueta 


dies

Two days before senior psychol- 
ogy major Genesis Espericueta 
died, she asked her sister to take 
her to campus to see if she could 
receive an incomplete in her class- 
es in hopes of one day returning 
to finish. 

Genesis, a Long Beach native 
who was just one semester short 
of graduating from Cal State Long 
Beach, died on Sunday, April 20, 
after a five-year-long battle with 
lupus, an autoimmune disease that 
attacks major organs and healthy 
tissue. She was 21. 

Biviana Espericueta, her sister 
and a CSULB student, said the dis- 
ease had been dormant until a few

classical music scene by observing re- 
hearsals, attending choir performances 
and operas throughout the city. 

Salts, who is set to leave for the 
U.K. in August, said he has always 
been intrigued by British culture. 

He said the application process for 
Royal Holloway University, which 
only accepts one Fulbright student per 
year, was a “nerve-wracking” ‘experi- 
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weeks ago when the it started to at- 
tack her major organs. As a result, 
Genesis had been in and out of the 
hospital and missed several classes. 

“She never had a flare up in her lu- 
pus,’ she said. “The doctors couldn’t 
really pinpoint where it was, so 
that’s why it was so sudden. We were 
expecting to go to the doctors and 
maybe find what was wrong.” 

Despite the disease’s flare up, Biv- 
iana said her sister was excited at the 
thought of being able to one day re- 
turn to campus to finish her degree. 

“Before.she passed away, | brought 
her in a wheelchair, so she could talk 
to the dean,” Biviana said. “She was 
really excited. She was asking her 
professors if they could give her an 

mplete so she might be able to 

finish later on.”

Salts, who has been singing since he 
was. 8-years-old, said he began to ques- 
tion what path he should follow after 
Talberg pulled him aside during his first 
year as a graduate student and asked 
him if he was certain about his major. 


“He really made me think about 
what I wanted as a musician and where 
I wanted my career to go,” Salts said. 

He said he is grateful for his “over- 
whelmingly passionate” teachers who 
instilled the same passion and desire 
for music in him. 

“Music is my everything ... it runs 
through my blood,” he said. “Without 
my teachers I would not be here.”

She 
said she didn’t know she had lupus un- 
til the Friday before she passed away. 

“She never disclosed it to me,” 
Span said. “The Friday before she 
died was the first time she emailed 
me to talk about how her health was 
impacting her school work. [She 
made] an appointment to see me on 
Monday but passed away over the 
weekend.” 

Although Span taught her psychol- 
ogy class in a lecture hall, she said 
Genesis stood out to her. 

“She was such a conscientious per- 
son; she always sat in the front row 
of a lecture hall and always had a 
big smile,” Span said. “It was a large 
lecture, you don’t really get to know 
students often, but she made such an 
effort in class to know me and visit me 
in office hours. It was way too soon, 
and she really was such a wonderful 
person.” 

Besides being an avid learner, Bivi- 
ana said, Genesis enjoyed dancing and 
was one of the five students who re- 
vived the Mexican folk dance group, 
Grupo Folklérico Méxica de CSULB. 

“She loved dancing,” Biviana said.

“The Friday before she passed, 
she was happy and | thought she was 
going to get through it,” Ronquillo 
said. “She was the source of my good 
memories and always had me laugh- 
ing. She always reached out to people 
because she didn’t like seeing some- 
one alone.” 

Genesis is survived by two younger 
sisters, Viky, 18, and Biviana, 20; and 
her parents, Victor and Norma.

re e-cigarettes, a twenty-first century fad, 
really healthier than ordinary cigarettes? We 


find that hard to believe, and that is why we are 


glad to see policies finally falling into place to 


protect consumers, and minors, from the health risks popular 
e-cigarettes may pose. 

Last week, the Food and Drug Administration announced 
a plan for regulating e-cigarettes that includes warning labels 
on e-cigarette packaging, banning e-cigarette sales to minors 
and making health-related claims in its ads, according to USA 
Today. 

Before the FDA’s ruling, there was little regulation of elec- 
tronic cigarette products at the federal level, and FDA Com- 
missioner Margaret Hamburg called the recent policy shift, 
“an important moment for consumer protection.” 

We support the FDA’s move mostly because, frankly, we are 
frustrated that regulations weren’t already in place. 

It seems the FDA’s plan is partly aimed at deterring mi- 
nors from smoking. There has long been some speculation 
that cigarette smoking in general can seryve.as a gateway to 
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other, harder habits. We don’t necessarily buy into that, but 


from freely consuming a product similar to traditional ciga- 
rettes, no matter how awesome the flavors of e-cigarettes 
may be. 

Critics of e-cigarettes have raised concerns about the wide 
variety of flavors available, from chocolate and cotton candy 
to bubble gum. Studies have shown that, yes, minors are 
widely consuming e-cigarettes, and some have inferred that 
the fun flavors have played a role in encouraging that trend. 

According to the Centers for Disease Control and Preven- 
tion, almost 10 percent of high school students have tried 
e-cigarettes, and other CDC statistics show that growing 
numbers of middle school children are following suit. We 
think it’d a no-brainer that e-cigarettes should not be sold to 
minors, but so far nothing has stopped e-cigarette manufac- 
turers from targeting youths and selling their products to 


Although there may be some reason to believe that 
e-cigarettes can provide a healthier alternative to standard 
tobacco products, without more research, we don’t think that 
e-cigarettes should be allowed to advertise such claims. Who 
knows, perhaps the long-term effects of e-cigarettes will be 
worse than traditional tobacco products. — 

Despite FDA plans, e-cigarette manufacturers are still 
allowed to advertise on television and can be sold on the inter- 
net, where people of any age can buy them, according to an 
article in Forbes. Of course, it is still up for debate whether 
e-cigarettes are effective in helping people quit smoking, as 
some studies claim. 

We view the FDA’s plan as a step in the right direction, but 
we still think there is a lot of work to be done. We would like 
to see more in-depth research about the short- and long-term

ISRAELI-PALESTINIAN NEGOTIATIONS: 
DESTINED FOR FAILURE? 


Despite reassurances by the Obama 
administration that the Israeli-Pales- 
tinian peace negotiations are merely 
at a standstill, U.S. Secretary of State 
John Kerry’s initiative to jumpstart 
the peace process is destined for 
failure. As such, we should not expect 
any substantive agreements to emerge 
from the current negotiations; indeed, 
the focus of Kerry’s efforts has recent- 
ly shifted from creating a framework 
for the terms of a final solution, to pre- 
venting the parties from walking out 
of the negotiations altogether. 

A variety of recent events compel- 
lingly suggest that the U.S.-brokered 
peace talks are spiraling out of 
control. Eight months of negotiations 
came to an abrupt halt last week when 
the Israeli government decided to 
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suspend talks, citing the Palestinians’ 
reconciliation agreement. 

Relations between Hamas, the 
Islamist political organization that 
governs the Gaza Strip, and the 
secular Fatah in the West Bank have 
been strained due to factional fighting 
that occurred in 2006. Due to Hamas’ 
rejection of Israel’s right to exist and 
its periodic, indiscriminate rocket 
attacks against population centers in 
Southern Israel, Fatah’s decision to 
pursue reconciliation with Hamas has 
enraged Israeli officials. 

The New York Times reported 
that Israeli Prime Minister Benjamin 
Netanyahu stated, “Whoever chooses 
the terrorism of Hamas does not want 
peace,” in response to the reconcili- 
ation measures between Hamas and 
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Fatah to form a: unity government. 

Peace talks have been strained for . 
months due to tit-for-tat provocations 
on both sides; in response to Israel’s 
failure to release an agreed upon 25 
Palestinian prisoners on April 2, ac- 
cording to an article from Foreign Pol- 
icy. Palestine unilaterally attempted to 
join more than a dozen international 
organizations and treaties in defiance 
of earlier promises to Israel. The par- 
ties reached another stumbling block 
when President Mahmoud Abbas of 
the Palestinian Authority rejected 
Israel’s calls to recognize it as a Jew- 
ish state. 

Additionally, Israel has defaulted 
on its tacit agreement to slow settle- 
ment construction in disputed territo- 
ries in the West Bank.

In addition to the 500,000 Israeli settlers living in the 
West Bank and East Jerusalem, Netanyahu’s government 
has approved the construction of more than 10,000 homes 
since the start of the peace talks eight months ago. 

Palestinian officials regard the construction of settle- esini ;

“The Israeli government was given the choice be- 
tween peace and settlements, but it chose settlements,” 
said Saeb Erekat, the chief Palestinian negotiator, in an 
interview with the New York Times last Thursday. 

In an off-handed. remark to the Trilateral Commis- 
sion last Friday, Kerry mentioned that if the parties 
fail to reach an agreement that provides for a two-state 
solution, then Israel risks becoming “an apartheid state.” 
Although he retracted his statement on Monday, his 
characterization of Israel as an apartheid state just made 
the task of inspiring trust among Israeli officials signifi- 
cantly more arduous and unlikely. 

Finally, Republican Senator Rand Paul’s introduction 
of legislation to end Palestinian aid this week, unless 
they renounce terrorism and recognize Israel’s right 
to exist, threatens to further derail the peace process. 
Since Hamas will undoubtedly reject these two condi- 
tions, the Kentucky senator and likely 2016 presidential 
candidate’s measure would result in the U.S. cutting off 
assistance and debt relief to the Palestinians if passed. 

In sum, this round of Israeli-Palestinian peace 
talks is destined for failure. Hopefully, the impending 
breakdown of the Palestinian peace talks will induce 
Kerry to focus on other global issues with higher 
humanitarian costs and more significant implications 
for U.S. long-term national interests; simply put, is- 
sues such as Bashar al-Assad’s butchery of civilians in 
Syria, Russia’s incursion upon Ukraine’s sovereignty 
and the precarious territorial disputes in Southeast 
Asia warrant more of Secretary Kerry’s time and at- 
tention than the faltering Israeli-Palestinian negotia- 
tions.

“Bike Fest is for everyone from the casual cyclist to the hardcore 
riders who bike up to 40 miles a weekend,” said Gina Dart, the 
DLBA marketing and special events manager. “We want to cel- 
ebrate Long Beach’s diverse biking culture.” 

Roads around the East Village area, centered around First Street 
and Linden Avenue, will be closed to motor vehicles to provide a

Cross.” The “Crit,” or criterium race, is a fast-paced urban race 
in the streets of Downtown Long Beach and is for more experi- 
enced and competitive riders.

“T just want to get out in the mid- 
dle of nowhere and live,’ Hansler 
said. “Simple can be better. Life 
doesn’t have to be so complicated.” 

Hansler said he enjoys sharing 
knowledge and believes that true 


happiness comes from doing that- 


and following your dreams rather 
than following the money. 

“TI set my monetary goals low so 
I won’t have to hustle and bustle 
through a 40 hour work week do- 
ing something I would rather not,” 
he said. “I’d rather sustain my life 
with the skills that I possess al- 
ready.” 

Margaret Black, a graphic design 
professor and graduate adviser on 
campus, said she didn’t have a back 
up plan to lean on if art didn’t work 
out. 

Black started out studying film 
at USC, but after graduating and 
working on industrial films, she 
took money she had saved and re- 
turned to school to study graphic 
design. 

Today, Black owns her own busi- 
ness, Black Designs, which spe- 
cialized in designs for print, with 
projects ranging from branding and 
identity programs, to books and ex- 
hibit designs. Her clients include the 
likes of Kaiser Permanente, Kodak 
Digital, Mattel, Paramount Classics 
Entertainment and Warner Bros.
